As below named inventor(s) of the subject matter which is claimed and for which a patent 
is sought on the invention entitled: 

CREAM FOR THERAPY OF DERMATITIS 

The specification of which was filed on March 14, 2005 as Application Serial No. : 10/51 1/,018, 
I (We) hereby declare as follows: 
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L That Paeonia rubra and Paeibua sufiruticosa Andr. are different species containing 
different main components and having different pharmaceutical effects, etc., for example, 
Paeonia rubra contains mainly paeoniflorin C12H28O11, uterus stimulating components, benzoic 
acid, p-sitosterol, tannin, essential oil and fat, etc., and is directed to enriching blood and 
relieving pain, while Pesibua suffruticosa Andr contains mainly paeonol C9H10O3, benzoic acid, 
phytosterol, tannin, etc. and is directed to "cooling blood" and activating blood to resolve stasis. 
The differences in properties between Paeibua suffruticosa Andr. and Paeonia rubra are 
evidenced in a medical reference. A copy of an appropriate section of the medical reference and 
a partial English translation thereof are attached hereto as Exhibit A; 

2. That Curcuma domestica Valet and Curcuma aromatica Salisb are different species 
containing different main components having different pharmaceutical effects, etc., for example, 
Curcuma domestica Valet contains mainly tumerone C15H22O and, artumerone C15H20O, 
zingiberenc C15H24, etc., and is directed to enhancing blood circulation, stimulating blood flow in 
pelvic & uterus and relieving menstrual pain, while Curcuma aromatica Salisb contains mainly 
curcumin C21H21O6, and essential oil with sesquiterpene Cislfe^ sesquiterpene C15H23OH and 
camphor, etc., and is directed to managing "chi" (life energy), removing stasis and relieving pain. 
The differences in properties between Curcuma domestica Valet and Curcuma aromatica Salisb 
are evidenced in a medical reference. A copy of an appropriate section of the medical reference 
and a partial translation thereof are attached hereto as Exhibit A;

4 4±fl-j£ Moutan Bark (Mudanpi) 

Prescription name: Moutan Bark, (Danpi), t»fl-& (Fendanpi) 

Origin: dried root bark of Paeonia suffruticosa Andr. belonging to Paeoniaceae. 

Moutan Bark whose outside cork layer has been removed is called ffiM (Fendanpi). 

Taste/Property: bitter, pungent/slightly cold (affected meridians: heart, liver and kidney 

meridians) 

Main components: paeonol C 9 H 10 O 3 , benzoic acid, phytosterol, tannin etc. 
Pharmacologic effect: ftfl&M (Cooling blood) JSlfiL^^ (activating blood to restore 
stasis) 

(1) antibacterial effect: inhibiting salmonella typhi, salmonella paratyphi, colon bacillus, 
dysentery bacillus, staphylococcus aureus, hemolysis streptococcus, diplococcus 
pneumoniae, boredetella pertussis, corynebacterium diphtheriae etc. in vitro. 

(2) depression: decoction thereof has hypotensive effect. This may relate to the 
contained paeonol and the glycosides thereof. 

(3) other: paeonol congests animal endometrium and causes menstruation. 
Clinical application: mainly used for JtiffSSsfc and ;*M4S$ (anti-inflammation, 
depression). 



6 mlk Turmeric 

Prescription name: Turmeric, JSSNi, JUSNz, 3E# 

Origin: dried tuberous root of Curcuma Longa L. and Curcuma aromatica Alisb. 
belonging to Zingiberaceae, the former called Jtft&(£flf*) and the latter called a 

mourn). 

Taste/Property: bitter, pungent/cool (affected meridians: heart, lungs and liver 
meridians) 

Main components: curcumin C 21 H 2 i0 6 , and essential oil with sesquiterpene C 15 H 24 , 
sesquiterpene C 15 H 2 30H and camphor etc. as main components. 
Pharmacologic effect: Sift, iftflJ, ±* (analgesia) 

(1) stomachic effect 

(2) choleretic effect: curcumin accelerates secretion/excretion of bile and reduces 
urinary urobilinogen. 

(3) diuresis: cool fever by diuresis. 

In addition, there is also slight analgesic effect. 



Clinical application: important medicine for B&ffK ffl*M, ±fe (analgesia). 



7 ^ft Wild turmeric 

Prescription name: Wild turmeric, fi* Hit 

Origin: rhizome of Curcuma Longa L belonging to Zingiberaceae. 

Taste/Property: pungent, bitter/warm (affected meridians: spleen and liver meridians) 

Main components: essential oil mainly including turmerone Ci 5 H 22 0, arturmerone 

C15H20O and zingiberene C 15 H 2 4 etc. 

Pharmacologic effect: TSltff^ (enhance blood circulation), ii^it^i (stimulate blood flow 
in the pelvic & uterus & relieve menstrual pain) * &JSL 

(1) analgesia 

(2) choleretic effect: accelerating excretion of bile. The effect is low but long-lasting. 

(3) uterine contraction: stimulating uterus and continuing labor contraction for 5-7 hours. 
Clinical application: mainly used for numbness pain caused by rheumatism and 
featuring analgesic effect through acceleration of blood stream, and used in combinaton 
with astragali radix, Ramulus Cinnamoni and dried rinded root of Paeonia lactiflora Pall 
etc. to be, for example, ft»ltttEtt»*ni*, or used as an agent for treating shoulder 
periarthritis. 



4 (dried rinded root of Paeonia lactiflora Pall) 
Prescription name: £ , & 

Origin: root of Paeonia lactiflora Pall belong to Paeoniaceae having been rinded and 
dried. 

Taste/Property: sour, bitter/slightly cold (affected meridians: liver meridian) 

Main components: paeoniflorin C^bOh, uterus stimulating components, benzoic acid, 

/? -sitosterol, tannin, essential oil and fat etc. 

Pharmacologic effect: ffiifiL ft&±HR (enrich blood and relief pain) 

(1) anti-vasospasm, analgesia: attenuating the contractive force of isolated intestines of 
house rabbits and stomach/uterus smooth muscles in rat body and inhibiting the 
peristalsis of the same. 

(2) sedation: glucosides thereof inhibits the central nervous system. 

(3) antibacterial effect: decoction thereof has conspicuous antibacterial effect to 
staphylococcus aureus, shigella dysenteriae, hemolysis streptococcus, diplococcus 



pneumoniae, colon bacillus, pseudomonas aeruginosa etc. 

(4) antifungus effect: having inhibiting effects of different degrees to many skin fungi, 
such as Epidermophyton floccosum etc., and, according to the experiments, inhibiting 
gastric secretion and preventing stress ulcer of rats. 

According to clinical observation, there are also effects like antihidrotic effect and 
diuresis etc. 

Clinical applications: mainly used for Hfff Jti&'ffilfiL'fSSi 
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
